Other Interests 


Evening classes at the University 
were first commenced about twents 
years ago. At that time there was 

maximum enrollment of 100 stu 
dents, and the first courses to be giv- 
en were Journalism and English Lit 
erature By popular request, or by 
in enthusiastic instructor suggesting 
1 new course, the enrollment gradu 
ally increased to thousands. With the 
War it showed a decline to about 
1500, but last year it made a sud 


den leap to approximately four thou 


sand students. 





The sudden increase in registra- 
tion is attributed to various causes.

Last year, for the first time, 
students were allowed to pay their 
fees in two instalments if they 
desired, which was doubtless a help 
to many, financially.
